WASHINGTON. May 7.—A blunt plea from Secretary 
of War Stimson for use of the U. S. navy—“right now”—in 
the Battle of the Atlantic strengthened the belief today that 
some such strategy is now receiving administration con­ 
sideration. 
Special importance was attached to Stimson’s words in 
many quarters because Stephen Early, presidential secre­ 
tary, said it could be assumed that the war department chief 
discussed his address in advance with Mr. Roosevelt. 
Stimson was the fifth 
cabinet 
officer to speak out 
strongly in recent weeks for more dynamic action to guaran­ 
tee the success of the aid-to-Britain program, but he was the 
first to advocate a specific course—use of the navy. 
In advocating this prompt naval assistance, Stimson 
told the nation in his radio address last night that Germany 
had extended her zone of unrestricted sea warfare into the 
western hemisphere.

STALIN’S MOVE 


MacKenzie Thinks Soviet 
Shakeup 
Indicates 
Action Near

Joseph S talin's surprising em er­ 
gence from the privacy of the office 
where he has quietly but firmly 
pulled the strings of government, 
to assum e the prem iership of R us­

Calling upon the service director to bring to Salem an 
outside engineer to make a complete survey of the city wa­ 
ter situation, city councilmen last night took another step 
in their determined effort to get a better quality of water as 
well as an adequate supply. 
At the same time, the water committee declared that 
the waterworks department is operating at a loss, that ex­ 
penditures continue to mount aud expressed the belief, on 
the basis of operating costs, that the city cannot afford to 
grant a 25 percent discount reduction on water bills at the 
present time. 
In addition to recent expenditures of thousands of dol­ 
lars and high operating costs, councilmen charged that the 
drain on waterworks reserve funds has been heavy and that 
no money is being set aside for depreciation . 
The (angled water situation was thrown wide open in 
discussion on the floor of council last night us the result of 
the latest startling development-—a report from Service Di­ 
rector Charles T. Kennedy that the city is short of waler.

SCHOOLS NEED MONET 
Decision of the board of education to reduce the 
salaries of school teachers IO per cent for the 1941-42 
term may have come as a complete surprise to the 
public 
There have been warning signs but undoubt-1 
edly the people of Salem failed to realize the fi­ 
nancial plight of their public schools. 
ft was no surprise move on the part of the school 
board 
It was a move that has been staved off as 
long as possible 
Operations in the red have plagued 
the board members lor a long time 
The deficit last 
year leached startling figures, and the picture became 
no brighter this year. 
Conditions which have been contributing to this 
state of affairs during the last few years were out­ 
lined clearly In Supt. E. 8. Kerr’s public statement 
which appeared in this paper last evening. 
It is a 
statement which will stand 
up 
under 
the closest 
scrutiny. 
He might have gone 
a 
step 
farther to 
relate that the school bourd gave up one mill a few 
years ago to help the municipal government out of 
its financial difficulties 
The expectation then was 
that this could be restored, but an upheaval in coun­ 
ty financial affairs this year resulted in a further 
curb on revenues for both city and schools. 
Tile school .superintendent was gracious enough 
not to mention this, but an a 
matter 
of 
fact it 
brought the climax to a financial burden which has 
been worrying school authorities for the last few 
years. 
Iii taking the only step left for it—that of 
reducing teachers’ salaries the school board found 
itself confronted with a most 
unpleasant task 
It 
does not believe teachers should be penalized in this 
manner, but there was no other way out. 
Tile board has offered the solution to this fi­ 
nancial problem, but it can be 
accomplished 
only 
through the aition of the people of Salem who still 
believe lh maintaining a good school system for their 
children. 
They can relieve the pressure by approving 
a mill and a half levy at the August primary election. 
The future of tneir

depends 
upon their 
response at that time

Th* call going out from Washington to wring the 
last full measure of production from the machinery 
now in existence ‘hows good intentions. 
It ts a step 
toward winning the war which 
the 
United States 
still remains short of. 
But it is difficult not to notice, when reading that 
machinery is to be used to the hilt, tm* news in the 
next column that a strike is brewing here, has brewed 
there, or has bubbled 
over 
with 
this or that bad 
effect somewhere else 
Machinery does not run itself. 
The atm of all 
strikes—the result of all work stoppages—is to keep 
machinery from operating. 
Tile strategy of strikes 
in an emergency, furthermore, is to toke advantage 
of abnormal need for services to obtain something 
that couldn’t be obtained under normal conditions 
The strike In the soft coal industry, which had to be 
stopped to keep it from paralyzing the whole defense 
effort, was 3 brazen attempt to blackjack the govern­ 
ment into giving a minority what It wanted. 
We ks, months ago, it became obvious to every 
American taking the need 
for 
defense production 
siTiously that as long 
as 
government 
seemed to 
tolerate work stoppages there would continue to bt* 
work stoppages*, labor’s leadership could not be ex­ 
pected to perform the obligations of political leader­ 
ship 
It was further plain that the most direct way 
to stop tile calling of strikes was for political leader­ 
ship. namely, President Roosevelt, 
to 
state clearly 
that work stoppages are against public policy.

Report Shows 504 


Births During 1940 


LISBON, 
May 
7.—Dr 
Seward 
Harris, county health commissioner 
today completed a report of the 
county health department for the 
year 1940. revealing there were < 4 
births and 15 stillbirths duriru the 
12 months, and that there werp 407 
deaths, including 24 infants under 
one year of age, in the county 
health 
area 
which excludes the 
four cities. 
Communicable diseases listed dur­ 
ing the year totaled 109. Including 
58 cases of whooping cough 
44 
cases of scarlet fever, six of chick n 
pox and one of infantile paralysis 
Immunisations against communi­ 
cable 
diseases 
included 
389 
for 
smallpox 
and 
630 against diph­ 
theria. 
Schick tests revealed ’48 
positive 
cases 
and 
281 
negative 
cases, while tuberculin 
tests re­ 
v e a l 14 positive and 75 negative 
reactions. 
The departm ent’s work in the 
control 
of 
tuberculosis 
included 
physical examinations of 231 per­ 
sons and 217 X-ray examinations 
with 108 pneumothorax treatments 
administered, and 20 persons re­ 
ceived hospitalization. Tile tuber­ 
culin patch tests revealed 30 posi­ 
tive and IOO negative reactions. 
Dr. 
Harris and county health 
nurses made 279 school visits 
In 
the crippled children’s service, 172 
were treated and one was admitted 
to a hospital. 
Other activities of the depart­ 
ment included 36 nuisances investi­ 
gated, and 91 laboratory tests of 
water, 32 for typhoid, 20 for diph­ 
theria, 44 for syphilis, 52 for rabies, 
and 62 for tuberculosis. 
During the year, Nurses Gladys 
McCreary. Nadine 
Nnce 
and Ar­ 
lene Drinker held 5.989 personal 
conferences and visited 1,328 homes 
in addition to rendering 99 social 
service visits. There were also 258 
4-H club examinatioas, 12 X-ray 
treatments, and assists in 21 draft 
examinations. 
The nurses traveled 31,112 miles 
during the year and in addition to 
routine work visited t wo c t rd;ac 
clinics and made eight visits to 
thyroid specialists and two to skin 
specialists with patients.

In defense or British diplomacy, 
Churchill declared

attained " 
Looking back, Churchill declared 
that "if we had again to trend that 
stony path, even with the knowl­ 
edge we possess today. I for one 
j would do the same thing again. 
"That is the view of all my col­ 
leagues In the war cabinet and on 
the defense committee and I be­ 
lieve that view Is almost univer­ 
sally sustained by the house," he 
said.

Round-up of German and 
Italian Seamen Is 
Started 


(By A ssociated Press) 
WASHINGTON. May 7.—Attorney 
General Jackson said today there 
were 6.000 deportable aliens who 
are still "free" in the United States 
as he ordered the rcund-up of 160 
German seamen for questioning.' 
The justice department revealed 
that officers had been directed to 
round-up 
the sen men 
who 
were 
supposed to be in New York. Miami. 
San Francisco, Philadelphia. Bal­ 
timore and Kansas City under an 
agreement 
permitting 
their 
free­ 
dom after deportation orders were 
completed but could not be Execut­ 
ed for lack of machinery. 
The department also said that 
125 
Italian 
seamen 
were 
taken 
from Ellis Island last night to Fort 
Missoula, Mont., to be held in an 
army camp taken over there for de­ 
tention of aliens. 
It is planned 
eventually to put all the interned 
Italians at the fort. 
The attorney general, in an ad­ 
dress prepared for the American 
Judicature 
society, 
warned 
that 
"under modem methods of warfare 
the most critical period for a na­ 
tion under attack is the period 
preceding the actual employment of 
military force.” 
“The secret weapon of the Nazis 
has been the failure of nation after 
nation to recognize and deal with 
this non-military invasion.” Jack­ 
son said. “Our statute law has in 
many respects failed to take into 
account this non-military period of 
attack." 
The 160 seamen were on tankers 
of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey when they were trans­ 
ferred to Panamanian registry, a 
Justice 
derailm ent 
official 
said. 
"They will probably be held in cus­ 
tody for some time. Their final 
dosposltion has not 
been decided 
upon yet,” the official said. 
In his address, Jackson declared 
that "in the presence of threats 
to our national prestige and integ­ 
rity our people 
will 
demand 
in­ 
creased Emphasis on the rights of 
the commonwealth.” 
"It Is certainly an open question,” 
he said at one point in his address, 
"whether a liberty to abuse liberty 
does not generate a danger to lib­ 
erty itself."
